Send your memory backward through 
the past quarter of a century and you will 
see pictured on your mind the Russian rep- 
resented as a bomb-throwing anarchist, 
seeking the life of the Czar and anybody 
else that gets in his crazy way. Nobody 
can blame him from blowing ap the Czar, 
but there is where he should draw the line,

No sooner had he dethroned the Czar 
than he goes to the other extreme, over- 
throws all government and semblance of 
government, puts a bunch of maniacs at
